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THE STEEDE COLLECTION 


The Steede Collection is a collection of “pre-courthouse 
fire" records. These records were discovered by the Jackson 
County Genealogical Society in the late 1960s and are housed 
in the. Jackson George Regional Library Genealogy and Local 
History Department. These records are often referred to as 
the “chicken house records" because they were found stored in 
an old chicken house. 

The records consist of miscellaneous receipts, some deeds, 
store lists, Civil War tax lists, swamp land records, court 
clerk fee book and correspondence. 

A. C. Steede was Clerk of Court for Jackson County, MS 
from 1853 until 1862. He was also active in the Civil War 
and headed a battalion of cavalry. 

The following pages are copies of his small fee book. 

While the actual deeds no longer exist, the fact that they were 
recorded does. Steede records the deed and then the recording 
fee, i.e. Krebs to Delmas(sometimes he gives the legal descrip= 
tion of the land) 1.25. Various other instruments were recorded 
and these show the document, names of persons involved and the 
fee collected. 

There are other bits of information included, such as notes 
to himself to write letters concerning certain matters, a recipe 
for lye soap, his personal accounts for labor of his slaves, timber 
sold, etc. 

In the a fence of so many early court records in Jackson 
County, we feel that publication of these records or their 
abstracts will benefit the researcher in the Jackson County 


area.
